Miniſters Child of Chefſambays in the County of Bucks, Sir Tobee Terryl, and Mr,

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Ac to the Articles therein pretendcd to be preferred againſt him as Miniſter of }. 


Aſhton, which muſt be above 20 Years fince, the Dr. neither knows or remem- 
bers them, aud its very fitrange if it ſhould be true that the Authors of that 
Libellous Pamphlet were not acquainted when, and to whome they were exhi-- 
bited. but if thzy had bcen as much lovers of truth as Calamny they would have 
alſo inſerted, That a parcell of Articles exhibited againſt him to the Com- 
mittee for Plundred miniſters, the Principal! Charges whereof were, for negle&- 
ing to kee pe publique faſts, thanksgivings. andother Contempts of the then Au- 
thoritics, And afterwards, the Dr. being in a poſtibility of obtaining a better 
benetice, viz. A Reory of 160 Þ. per Arnum, Another Complaint was made 
againlt him'to the then Lord Fleetwood for praying in publique for the King , 
which hindred him of that intended Promotion "E And that he did ſo pray for his 
Majeſty, And at that time when it was, treaſon todo it, He hath very go0d 
proofe z But as to the perticular charges in thoſe Articles by the Pamphleter, 
the Dr. is not guilty ot any of them, but is able ( if thought fit after fo' long a 
time } to make it evidently appeare he never Commenced any ſuite againſt any 
ore there bur upon very jult and great provocation, and the law was alwayes 
for kim.

Taat the D;. was in the Yeare 6G Prefented to the Vicaridge of Croydon which 
is 30 mil:s i Compals, contiſts of about 600 Houle-lojders, 4a00 Communi- 
cants, and worth about 200 7, per Arnum, Yet the Dr. tor the Two firſt years 
he lived there ( depending, on the Peoples Charity } could not receive beſides what 
tome of the Gentry gave him { whoſe Tythes were very inconliderable )' above 
5 l.per Annum ; And he being unwilling, to fue his Pariſhoners let all his Tythes 
(excepiing, the Gentry ) to one Mr. Woed for 60 1. per Aunum, who by reaſon 
of cheir Contention was 11 3 years time 60 7, in arrears of the ſaid Rent, after» 
wards the Dr, let the fare to George Plaw Senor (the greateſt farmer in the Pariſh) 
at the Jame Rent, who ( repenting his bargaine } would not ſeale the Leaſes, but 
c ngaged ſeveral of his Friends ( to pertwade the Dr. to difcharge him of it, ſaying 
the Pariſhoners would not pay him without trouble, and to ſue them would ruine 
him Attcrwards 7obn Blake Janjor offered to take them at the faid rate, and 
entred intoan agreement with the Dr. toſeale the Leaſes within a fortnight af- 
ter, who notwithſtanding did retuſe to do the ſame for the. reaſon :aforcfaid, 
then the P7z. dchred the Parithoners to make him 60 7. per Annum, among theme 
iclves, and ratc it according to the poors Booke, where upon ſeveral of the Gen- 
try mceting the Veliry, and chovic ſome of the Pariſhoners to make thefzid rate,

but his Adverſaryes refuſed to ſtand toit, whereupon the Gentry adviſed him 
toſue them, He having often demanded his Tythes of them by ſending to every 
man a printed Ticket in this forme, A B. I deſire you topay your dues in arreares 
to prevent charges. and trouble to me, William Clewer.

being above Seaven yearcs in Arrercs, and he ( having no other preferment )was 


at lalt neceſlitated leaſt he and his Family ſhould have ftarved ( as fome of his pre- 
deceſlors almoſt were, ) to (ue ſeveral of then, Thereupon they firft exhibited Ar.. 
ticles again him in the Spiritual Court, the principall whereof was, That he 
did not within Two months after Indu&tion read the 39 Articles; and got Four 
Witneſſes to prove it, viz. Robert Wood Taylor. Thomas Brigftock Husbandman, 
Wiliam Turlo Gardner, and Wikiam Cumber Pariſh-Clerk., the three firſt Swore 
he did not to the beſt of their yRemembrance, but the Clerke Swore poſitively 
that he never read them till three years after he was Induded, but the Dr. produ- 
ced Mr. Sherman, the Church-wardens, and ſeveral other Credible Witneſſes , 
and likewiſe a Certificate under the Clerkes own hind , ( which. Mr. Pynſent 
one of his Majeſties Protonotorics prooved his Confeflion of , ) That the Dr. 
read them within a fortnight after InduQtion, fo that upon a full hearing he was 
acquitted by Sir Gyles Sweit then Dean of the Arches, who gave him Cofts for 
the {2me. : | 

Secondly, They Indicted him at the Seſſions for not reading the A againſt 
Swearing, where the Jufttces ned him but Sixpence, they being Satished it was 
s Malitious proſecution. 


Thirdly, They Indicted him for taking money at-the Sacrament, and conver- 
ting it to his own uſe, which he-travericd, but none would appeare- againſt him, 
and fo was diſcharged by Proclamation, | 


 Fourthly, In Eafter-Term 24th Caroli Secundi they preferred an Information 
againſt him for Barretry in the Kings-Bench, (though hc never ſaued but one Perſon 
for any thing but Tythes ) to winch he pleaded, And in Trinity-Term tollow- 
ing they moved fora” Tryalat Bar, but upon hearing Councell on both fides, 
and- long debate, it was denied, and cxprefly Ordered that it ſhould be tryed 
at the Aflizes in the long Vacation, where the Dr. attended with his Witneſſes 
bat they would not go on, then the day before Michaelmaſs-Term 24th the Dr. 
giving them notice he would try it by Provifo the next Aftizes, they mooved for 
2 tryal at Bar, which being done by the Kings-Comneell ) could not be denyed, 
and therefore granted accordingly,{ and fet up one William Rolfe ( a poore fellow, a 
Bayliffs follower ) as Proſecutor, declaring they knew they could not prove it, 
but they would do it to diſgrace him, and put him to greater charge, and chey 
put up Scandalous Papers againſt him in Croydox at the Market-Houle and canſed 
the Common-Cryer on a Market. day to rmake chis Proclamation, O yes, All man- 
ner of Perſons who have any thing to ſay againſt Dr. Clewer, or have paid him any 
Tythes,- are defired to repare to the Signe of the Herze, and they ſhall have thanks 
for their paihes, and fo God fave the Kiyg. One Richard Heighden ( a Bayliff } 
was the Maſter of that Ale-Hoxſe, who went up and down the Pariſh to enquire 
what every one gave the Dr. viz. To one Mr. Ksſſel Alſops Mr. Edmund Gilpin, 
and Mr. Hexry Piggot, who refuſing to fatisfhe him therein, he there upon warned 


Mr. Alſop to ferve on the Grand Jury at the next Afſizes held at Kingſton in Surrey, 
| and 
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and the (aid Mr. Edmund Gilpin ( being then about 67 years of age, to ſerve on 
the Jury for Life and Death, and the faid Mr. Piggot being above 60 yeares of age 
to ſcrveon the Jury of Nift pris. | 

There was a ruleof Court, That they ſhould give the Dr. a note of Particu- 
lars, and name an able Proſecutor which aot being done, ( chough often deman- 
ded ) Mr. Attorney General entred a Nel: Proſequei, 


That the Dr. never made any ſuch agre:ment as 1s pretznded, with Mr. 
Bickeeton, or gave him any note for the payment of 16 /. 

That they preſented a paper of greivances to his Grace of Canterbzry (too long 
hcre to be inſerted ) unto which the Dr, gave iuch an an{wer that the Libellers 
thought good not to mention them, | | 

Being dif at Lambeth, they petitioned his Majeſty in Councell where they 
exhtbitcd ſome Articles purporting the fame in the Libell, who ordered them to 
give the Dr. a particular of their Charge, which they never did, Yet brought up 
cheir Witneſſes which were then heard, and the Dr. was promiſed another day to 
eivcin hisanſ{wer, but inſtcad thereof the whole matter was referred to his Grace 
of Camerbury, and the Lord Chancellor to cali before them the Dr. and the prin- 
cipal of the Parith to fettle a quiet maintenance tor the Vicaer there, which if 
their Lordſhips could not effect, to report what was fit fer his Majeſty to do 
therein. | 

Upon which Order they caufcd the Belis to rinz, and Bone-fires to be made at 
Croydon, giving, out in Speeches, That the King thould fay the Dr, was not fic 
to Preach. nor ſhould he any more, and that they had turned him out of his Li- 
ving, and cauſed the common Gryer to make O yes, That if any Perſon ſhould pay 
the Dr* any more tythes, they ſhould be hangee, 


As to that which concerns the Act of Grace, its ar aiſperfion That nune but 
ſach Scandalous Pamphleters durſt have tooke upon them, | 

At their Oaths at Councell Table thoke which the Dy. anſwered upon the 
Reference to his Grace and the Lord Chance!lor are omitted, the reſt they ( lup- 


poſing, the Dr. could not diſprove ) have miſreported, though what was theet 


Sworne malitiouſly by intereftcd Periens, ( cither thoſe who were indebred to 
him, oz whomehe had ſued for Tythes, ) is anfwered as follows. 

Edward Humfry gave evidence he gave the Dr. four thillings to help him

Vigcars right, as appears by their Certificate, yet he neves' Converted it to his 
owne uſe, but did always diſpofc of ic among the poor, though one of the 
Do@#ers projectors would have had one of the Churchwardens to have Sworn 

it, who telling him he could not, he Swore it himitlt, 
To the Third, That M. Benjamin Preſton, { the aforeſaid Mr. Preſtous Son) 
did aboute 83 years fince come to the Dogfers Houle to demand money of him

if pretended Notes, W nic the Dr. woudcors ti WY CO! ala hive thc conhdence to

mach fallen, wherein he did ( as in other things ) a little firetch his Conſcience, 
they being fo far from falling, that thole farmes which were formerly let for Thir« 
ty, are now Tet for above 40 f. per Aunum. 
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And as for the other Branch of that Article, the atoreſaid Hills Swore, That 
when the Dr. preached there was not above 6c Pcople at Church,which the Libel- 
)cr hath reduced to 16 or 12, bat in the Aiternoon when any body elſe preached 
there were 3 or 400, Which is now enlarged r06 7 or 800, Whereas the 
Pariſhoners have often acclared their approbation of the DoGors Minifiry, and 
he {e!dom peeacheth toſo few as 60 People, {cldom fewer then 2 or 3oo, 
though there are ſeveral Mecting-houſes in that Towne, and trequently Seaven 
or Eight ſcorc have received the Sacrament of the Do@or in one day.

drawne him to a Compofition, rather then ſuch a thing, ſhoulda have beene 
Queitioned, but the Doftor ( knowing his innocency?) retulcd to be Trepanned, 
and is able by Perſons of Quality to prove the Matter was angry with his Ser- 
vant, and cxprelt his ſorrow for his abuſe, 
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And whereas the Libeller pretends the Dotfors Wife ſhould pay money, He on- 
ly afſerts what thoſe Sherks would have had, which if it had been true, had 
prooved them guilty of Smothering, Felonies, which the DoFor doth deteſt. 


The great thing again the , DoGor that ſeemed to fiick with the late Lord 
Chanceiior was, That after feveralTuites he did not try the modus Decimandi 
vehich was the onely recall Controverſy betweene him and his Parithoners,and hein- 
{orming bis Lordſhip that he offered to try the Title with any of the Parifh, 
and that he never waved it, buc they refufing he coald not try it, end they

difproov'd him by declaring, that in the Suic between them he pleaded an 
agreement in lieu of all Tythes, ſo that the modus could not come in 
Iiſue. 


But the Dr. did then deny ( as true it is ) That is Grace did ever di- 
re& him not to try it before the Lord Chief Baron, for that he would never 
have fear'd the Juſtice of that Worthy Perſon. 


And the Dr. having manuiteſtly diſprooved by Honourable Perſons many of 


the Scandalls they had charged upon him before the King and Councellz and 
being then ready to have clear'd himſelf in all other particulers z and the Fro- 
{ecutors ( being conſcious of it ) betooke themiclves to their wonted thitfts 
to hinder the Dr. from being heard, and thereupon propoſed to fettle a 
certain maintenance of 166 /. per Anuum, and upon that offer the buſineſs 
ceas'd: And the Dr, was unwilling further ro trouble theis Lordſhips, and 
lo left the opportunity of further vindicacing himſelf z the Crimes charg'd 
upon him ( were they true, which God forbid ) being of ſuch Antiquity, 
which alone had been a ſufficient anſwer to any rationall Man, 


The Dr. dcnics that he ever demanded any Tythes, while Foods Leate was in 
being, of any that were within hjs Leaſe, 


That hemuſt ever acknowledge the Juſtice and Favour of the Right Flo- 
nourable the late Lord Chancellor, who did offer him a Living in Northam- 
ptox-ſhire, but he taking time to conſider of it, was ſhortly after diſabled 
by a fracture of his Leg tn attend it , in which time that being dilpoſed of, 
the Dr. waited fevera}l times after upon his Lordſhip to receive his Come

mands, but his Lordſhip did never offer or defire C though the Profecutors 
urg'd it: } that the Dr. ſhould refigne his Living betore he. had another, and 
hopes he never gave his Grace of Canterbury any cauſe to refule hima Living 
tor if the Profecutors would remember , his Grace took notice in the preſence 
of the Lord Chancellor of their abuſe in that they had lately preſented feve- 
rall Articlcs againſt the Dr. to his Grace, who order'd him to give an An» 
{wer thereunto, which was done accordingly, but they dealt there with his 
. Grace as in al! other places, deſigning only to beſpattex , and never to re- 
ceive an anſwer, but wav'd his Grace, and clamourd in other: places; and 
if true / as, they pretend ) that his Grace hath ſo bad an opinion of the Dr, 
he is 11 willing to refer himſelf to any determination. of his: Grace.
